The Hunters Point-Bayview- 
Sunnydale area plan for pre- 
parations for nominations and 
elections for the Area Planning 
Board have been tabled for the 
June 7th meeting of the present 
Area Planning board, 

The Anti-Poverty Program 
calls for maximum feasible 
participation by those who will 
benefit from it; this means as 
policy makers as well as as 
recipients, Persons wanting the 
funds spent for the kind of pro- 


grams and services theydesire 
must become active, either as 
a Board member or advisor to 
the Board by voicing their 
thoughts, 


According to the present plan, 
in order for the community to 
be well represented, districts 
have been divided up into ap- 
proximately 1000 families each, 

Each district would been- 
titled to elect its own represen- 


tative to the Area Planning: 


Board, These elected represen- 
tatives would be augmented by 
designate members, one each 
from organizations, business 
and religious members in the 
community, which were in ex- 
istence prior to 1965, 

Anyone 18 years of age or

Anti-Poverty & the 
Churches 


The recent news of a priest 
being gently forced out of his 
position on the Santa Clara Anti- 
Poverty board is pathetic news 
to say the least. The question 
now is, what will happen to the 
priests that serve on boards in 
various City areas? Will they 
also be asked by their arch- 


bishop to resign due to their- 


involvement in the world? 

At a time when the churches 
across the land have about their 
last chance to join the human 
race and possibly redeem them- 
selves, some bishops are acting 
in very strange ways. Though 
the local archbishop is only 
slightly noted for any social 
attitude, we pray he is not 
following in the footsteps of a 
certain decadent Los Angeles 
cardinal of the same church. 

Another question that comes 
to mind is why should this 
social-minded priest ever be 
removed when that same church 
in many areas has been getting 
a rather nice cut of the present 
poverty pie? 


Whether it be valid or not, 
for the poor and minority across 
the world, the symbol of the 
churches, in general, is not one 
of a very positive nature. In 
fact, in many ways allchurches 
represent the most monolithic 


anti-human structure in the his- 
tory of modern man. With few 
exceptions (some of which the 
churches have burned at the 
stake) churches have stood be- 
side the status quo institutions 
blessing their particular form 
of racism, tyranny, anti-free 
thought, and general human 
supression. 

Rarely has the church as a 
single institution desired to 
carry on a program of social 
reform except on their own nar- 
row terms and often at the cost 
of a lot of blood. Their recent 
involvement in the human rights 
revolution is only very slight 
and inmany casesa very reluct- 
ant one. | 

Too often and too quietly they 
have retreated to some old posi- 
tion of being ‘other wordly’ on 
matters that concern the rest of 
mankind. In this case they ap- 
pear to be doing the same thing 
they do in regard to the poor 
and down trodden. That is, they 
hand out what-ever litile pos- 
sible they can afford without 
really committing themselves. 

Therefore they are truly not 
at all times very interested in 
redeeming anybody but rather 
holding them on a string of hu- 
man subsistence barely exist- 
ing between a real death anda 
real life. :

Demonstration Quiet 


On Sunday May 22, about thirty 
people including many children 
gathered in the front of the 
Ridgepoint church to partici- 
pate in a demonstration march, 
in protest against the recent 
killing that took place in the 
Watts area, 

George Earl, Chairman of the 
Inter Block Council passed out 
memeographed sheets reading: 


‘*As we have been told we are 
citizens of this country, and 


entitled to the rights and pro-: 


tection of the laws which gov- 
ern this society. 


In Los Angeles a few weeks ago 
these rights were as so many 
times in the past--abused by 
the Los Angeles police. Mr. 
Deadwyler was on his way to 
the hospital to admit his preg- 
nant wife when he was. stopped 
and shot by a policeman, De- 
tails can be found through the 
news media, 


Even though we do not live in 
Los Angeles, we in Hunters

AN ED [TORIAL 
Black-White=Integration 


It will probably shock many people and particular the whites 
to hear that integration per se is not going to help the Negro, 

People pride themselves in being able to talk about and 
intellectualize their belief in equality among human beings, 
Everybody likes to believe that he is Christ like. Equality 
among human beings, supposedly an inbred concept within the 
«Great Society’? is fashionable and a cliche. That is, in every 
cocktail party, bar conversation, or social gathering the 
questions inevitably pop up: ‘‘Do you believe in segregation? 
Would you live next to a Negro? Would you object to a Negrc 
marrying your sister,’’ 

Answers to such questions usually come out to be lengthy 
dissertations on the equality of men, and how they think they 
are just like any other Negro, Such answers usually come fogged 
with gin and vermouth, The fact is, that behind a drink and in 
conversation the white man would love to live in a Negro com- 
munity, and even next door to ‘‘one’’, and he might even go for 
for the idea of a Negro marrying his sister if he is drunk 
enough, 

The point isto illustrate that integration and equality is talked 
about more than its practiced, Nexttosexthis subject probably 
ranks second as the most talked about among people, drunk or 
sober. And then maybe the subject of integration may be rooted 
in a question of sex? 

However, the constant intellectualization of integration plus 
the fact that it is rarely manifested in daily living indicates two 
things, First, that people really don’t know what they are talk- 
ing about. Second, that they really don’t believe what they are 
talking about, 

‘«Equality’’ is like «‘love’’ it lendsits self to various literary 
definitions, and in reality its true meaning can only be discerned 
in the way you treat another, 

The practice of equality among human beings is foreign in 
this country. Most would like to believe themselves greater than 
another and still think that the other individualis equal to them, 
This inits self is a contradiction -- its like wanting to have your 
cake and eat it too, 

The white American believes he is great, he prides him- 
self in the great accomplishments in economics and war fare 
of the United States -- this is discussed here aside from any 
question of its truth, Nevertheless, white children and Negro 
children alike learn at an early age how great the white man has 
allegedly been, Its in their history books, the newspapers, the 
television, and other mass media, So that in every phase of a 
child’s education there is something to indicate that if its 
great the white man did it, and in most cases this is sheer 

- propaganda, ; 

The logic of this type of thing is that the Negro can be 
equally only when he is like the white man, And integration of 
course is supposed to give the Negro this opportunity. 

To understand the reasoning behind such thinking we must 
understand that the white man considers himself great because 
of his white father, and he supports this in the fact that he runs 
and controls the biggest businesses, and directs and controls 
the government of what is considered the greatest country in 
the world. Therefore, it is believed that the Negro can only be 
equal when he accomplishes the same things, 

On this reasoning is based the familiar saying, that in 
order for the Negro to achieve a similiar status as the white 
man he, must work hard and sacrafice and he will make it like 
the white man has, Of course we know that the white man has 
gained his control and wealth by hook and crook, and not just 
hard work and sacrafice, 

However, the fact that some Negros have top positions in 
business and politics in this country is said to indicate that if 
Negros make proper sacrafices they can make similar achieve- 
ments similar to the white man’s, But too often these Negros are 
so ‘white’? that they can hardly be called Negros, despite 
their black skin, And for this reason such advancement 
means, that if you act and think right the white man will reward 
you by making you his favorite ‘‘nigger’’, The advancement of 
this Negro is supposed to be living testimony of what the white 
man will do for other Negros if they only act like ««Willie’’, 

Integration in the mind of the white man is designed to 
facilitate only Negros that the white man feels has made the 
proper sacrafices, the others are not considered deserving, 

The yard stick that the white man uses to measure the 
equality of the Negro is the same one he uses to measure his 
greatness (his position of power in the U.S,A.), and for that 
reason he doesn’t really believe the Negro is his equal. 

Integration to the white man therefore has a special 
meaning, and its a way of saying to onlookers that he really 
believes in equality. Again, whites would like to feel that they 
are greater than Negros and yet consider the Negro their equal. 
They think that integration is a substitute for really believing 
that a man is your equal, and many pride themselves in their 
belief in integration, 

One might ask ‘‘What does integration mean tothe Negro??? 
First, I must state that amongst the masses of Negros there is 
no desire to integrate, but if we hadto reduce integration to its 
narrowest meaning to the masses of Negros we could say this; 
itsa struggle to free this country froma stigma of being noted 
as a country supposedly founded onthe principles of democracy 


and yet refusing its Negro citizens an equal opportunity to life, :

Welfare 
Rights! 


People on welfare sometimes 
feel that their social worker is 
not treating them fairly when 
they see a neighbor who is also 
on AFDC receive money 7cr a 
special need, such as a washing 
machine or a refrigerator, and 
they are told that they cannot 
have the same. 

This is not usually the social 
worker’s fault, however; it is 
the way that AFDC budgeting 
works. This situation will con- 
tinue to exist because of the 
present state welfare laws; and 
until people are informed about 
their rights and understand 
the present policies, many 
people will be dissatisfied with- 
out knowledge of where to go to 
solve the problem. 

As most people receiving 
assistance know, there is a 
maximum amount that AFDC 
can grant based upon the num- 
ber of children in the family. 
A mother with four children 
cannot receive more than 
$263/mo. from AFDC funds. 
The state may recognize that 
the family’sneeds are $275/mo. 
but only $263/mo. can be 
granted. 

However, if the family has 
income from a source other 
than AFDC, this is taken from 
the needs. If the mother gets 
$100/mo. in Social Security, 
this is subtracted from the 
needs of $275 and the AFDC 
check will be $175. Inthiscase 
the AFDC check is much less 
than the maximum of $263, the 
difference being $88. 

In some cases this difference 
(called ‘‘leeway’’) can be used 
for an urgent special need such 
as a washing machine or a 
refrigerator for a largefamily. 
Many special expenses can be 
covered by ‘‘leeway’’ in the bud- 
get such as moving costs, 
expenses to secure employ- 
ment, and costs of essential 
household furnishings. 

Unfortunately only families 
who have other sources of in- 
come or whose needs arebelow 
the maximum have this ‘‘lee- 
way’? in their budget. Those 
who are receiving the maximum 
and have no other income have 

no ‘‘leeway” and in most cases” 
cannot be allowed these special 
* needs, 

So when a neighbor receives 
extra allowance, the reason is 
usually whether or not there 
is ‘‘leeway’’ in the budget as 
well as the particular situation, 
The social worker should be 
contacted to discuss what can 
be done when a special need 
exists. Sometimes special 
needs can be obtained if there 
is no <‘‘leeway’’, but usually 
only in emergencies, It may 
appear unfair to grant allow- 
ances to some and not toothers” 
but until state welfare laws 
are changed, things will re- 
main the same,

I want to mention my co- 
workers, I never call them my 
workers because, we are all 
working together trying to help 
people in our area to under- 
stand the real reason of the 
Poverty Program. ‘‘The Pov- 
erty Program is a program de- 
signed to motivate people in 
poverty areas to become more 
self-reliant.’’ 

The people can get us so con- 
fused sometimes in trying to 
make them understand our pur- 
pose. We become confused when 
some people are just not inter- 
ested, but, after having these 
sort of things confrontus, Ihave 
met a lot of nice people, out of 
these people there have been 
three Bloc-Clubs organized and 
they are all very busy. The 
Middle Point Improvement Club 
is working on getting a nursery 
in the area, They have writtena 
letter to Mrs. Higa, who is, the 
Supervisor of Day Nurseries. 
The West Point Club is working 


on obtaining more ‘‘STOP’’ 
lights in the area. They have 
their letter to the city to this 
effect. All the clubs, including 
Hunters View Improvement 
Club, are fighting against the 
unsanitary rest-rooms in Sir 
Frances Drake Annex School. 
The Principal, Mrs. Lockhart, 
always avoids meeting with 
them, she seems to be in‘‘con- 
ference’’ each time they try to 
contact her. The Bloc-Club 
chairmans, Mrs. Whitfield, 
Mrs. M. Williams and Mrs. 
Laird have taken other means 
to contact Mrs. Lockhart. 

Two of my staffmembers anc 
myself went to visit, Mrs. 
Rogers at the recreation center, 
she reviewed all the summer 
programs with us. All children 
who are interested, parents may 
come by my office and get the 
schedule for the different activ- 
ities for the summer. We are 
going to try to get better coop- 
eration with the municipal rail- 
way about picking up the 
children. 

Beginning, June 20, there will 
be a remedial reading andmath 
program, fifteen in a group, 


but if more enroll the classes 
will be larger, 2nd thru 7th 
grades, Monday thru Fridays. 


We have handled quite anum- 
ber of cases in the Hunters 
View Area getting people jobs. 


We have a group of boys 
ages ranging from 13-14, Alan 
Adams, John Brooker, Don 
Brooker, John Eddins, Danny 
Vaden, Vince Harris, Ronnie 
McGray, Roy Jones, Clyde 
Thomas, Luther Wilson, these 
boys need a manager, anyone 
who knows of some person that’s 
interested in getting youths 
started in sports activities 
please contact me or my office. 


My area director asked, my 
assistant Mr. Poward to pinch- 
hit for him as guest speaker 
at Sir Frances Drake P.T.A 
he made a nice speech entitled, 
The roll of the father, there was 
no fathers present and very few 
mothers.

Anti-Discriminantion 


Law. With Teeth 


The San Francisco Human 
Rights presented to the San 
Francisco Board of Super- 
visors’ Social Services Com- 
mittee, last week, a new non- 
discrimination ordinance which 
would affect the firms doing 
business with the City. Aimed 
at the .more than 5000 firms, 
their contractors, sub-contrac- 
tors, and the unions they deal 
with, it has been described as 
the first real positive and work- 
able effort of the Commission. 

The ordinance would give the 
Human Rights Commission 
added powers to handle all 
violations, Either the Director, 
Frank Quinn, or some person 
designated by the Commission 
would make findings of viola- 
tions. The Commission itself 
would be the appeals board. 
Penalties would include can- 
cellation of contracts, fines, 
and loss of the right to do busi- 
ness with the city for a desig- 
nated length of time. 

The Commission will also 
have the power to subpoena 
people and records. And, con- 
tractors are required to 
‘attempt to develop an agree- 
ment’’ with all unions who ful- 
fill certain requirements. 


Unions will be required to 
implement positive programs, 
‘such as an apprenticeship pro- 
gram.’’ Contractors not only 
would be required to file com- 
pliance reports but also notify 
the Commission of violations of 
the contract by unions and 
others. 

A second hearing will beheld 
on June the 16th, at which time 
others are invited to give their 


approval or opposition. Neither 


the Chamber of Commerce or 
any of the major unions have 
been heard from. 

Those persons desiring to 
attend the hearing to lend their 
needed support to this new law 
are reminded that the meeting 
on the 16th of June will be at 
2 p.m. at the City Hall. Many 
local Bayview-Hunters Point 
citizens are expected to attend.

E O C Staff Meeting 


The Economic Opportunity 
Council (E.0.C.) at 1449 Men- 
dell Street, had its regular 
staff meeting Wednesday May 
18, 1966. : 

Mrs. Lessie Hopkins repor- 
ted on some of the activities 
that her district office was in- 
volved with in the past week. 
She stated that since being 
moved in the new district office 
along with her aides, many 
things have been done in the 
line of organizing new Block 
Clubs and attending to many 
of the complicated problems 
arising from tenant complaints 
in her area. Mrs. Hopkins’s 
District Office is one among 
the other three district offices 
located throughout the Hunters 
Point Community. The purpose 
of having these offices is to 
establish better contact between 
tenants and the Poverty Office, 
who in many cases help to 
solve tenant problems. — 

Mrs. Rosie L. Williams, also 
of the local E.0.C. Staff, stated 
that at a recent meeting of the 
community Block Clubs, con- 
ditions of rest room facilities 
at Sir Francis Drake Elemen- 
tary School were the primary 
topic of discussion. Means by 
which the facilities could be

improved were discussed. 
However, certain problems 
arising from lack of cooperation 
among Block Club members 
created some _ difficulties. 
There were some people who, 
instead of leaving the matter to 
be discussed by the Block Club 
members thought it necessary 
to go to other sources. Mrs. 
Williams felt that inasmuch as 
the problem was a community 
problem, it should be discussed 
and solved within the com- 
munity. 

Mrs. Elouise Westbrook, 
presiding over the meeting, 
voiced the need for parents to 
become more concerned about 
their children and their social 
activities. She stated that par- 
ents were too lenient with their 
children. Many parents take too 
much for granted. Too many 
parents take the attitude that 
‘nothing bad could ever happen 
to my child.’’ But at the same 
time bad things and embaras- 
sing situations are happening to 
our perfect children. She stated 
that many parents have for- 
gotten their home training, and 
the way they were brought up. 
To sum it all up, she felt that 
the home has lost its 
significance. 


Training Program 


A training program for West- 
ern Addition residents with low 
incomes to develop new careers 
in social work, child care, re- 
creation and research will be 
started officially Monday at the 
Family Service Agency of San 
Francisco, 1010: Gough Street. 

Funded by a research and 
demonstration grant from the 
Office of Economic Opportunity, 
the project is unique in that it 
will provide career training for 
approximately six months along 
with actual work experience in- 
volving other residents of the 
area who need help. The one- 
year grant of $206,794 is the 
first one of its kind to be made 
to an established social agency 
anywhere in the United States. 

Speakers at the initial orien- 
tation session will be C, Thorne 
Corse, President of Family 
Service Agency, Richard B. 
Rogers, Director of United Cru- 
sade, and other members of the 
professional staff. 

According to Rogers, ‘‘...the 
program will enable Family 
Service Agency to triple its ser- 
vice to low-income residents in 
the area...’ Thirty residents 
will be trained, but they will 
work with many other families 
through the program. 

The first floor of the Family 
Service Maybeck Buikding will 
be turned into a center for the 
program. Professional’ social 
workers and educators will 
train residents to operate the 
child care and recreation facil- 
ity. 

The Project Planning Board 
made up of Western Addition 
residents, has played an impor- 
tant part in the project by 
screening all of the applicants 


for positions. The Board was 
elected from the membership of 
the Community Parents Club, 
which was organized a year and 
a half ago by the Family Service 
Agency. The Club participated 
in the development of the entire 
project from its inception. — 

The program will consist of 
training in the careers of social 
work, recreation trainees, child 
care aides, and research aides. 
Residents of other areas are 
also encouraged to participate 
if they feel they need the 
training.
